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NUMERIC KEYPAD Ile FOR YOUR APPLE Ile 


If you have enjoyed your Apple but have missed that fast 
numeric entry of your calculator, relax, you now have 
both. If you have just purchased the Numeric Keypad //e 
and your Apple Computer together, first read your Apple 
manual to become familiar with your Apple before using 
the Numeric Keypad //e. 


ABOUT YOUR NUMERIC KEYPAD Ile 


The Numeric Keypad is layed out in three sections: 

1. The numeric section consists of the ‘*.’’, @-9, and 
the ‘‘,’’. 

2. The calculator section consists of the “‘('’,"')"', -, 
+, +, x, RET, and the PRINT key. 

3. The left hand section has been included for the con- 
venience of the VisiCalct users and includes the 
ESC, right and left ARROWS.

Most of the Keys are self explanatory and serve the same 
function as the keys on your Apple Computer. A few 
keys will be explained here in more detail. 


The ESC key will delete entries in VisiCalc’ or perform 
normal ESC functions when used in conjunction with the 
Apple keyboard. 


The left and right ARROW keys function the same as the 
Apple ARROW keys. The left ARROW works as a back 
Space key to correct mistakes. The right ARROW key can 
be used to copy over the characters or retype. By holding 
down on either ARROW key the arrow will automatically 
repeat or move across the screen in right or left move- 
ment only. 


The RET key is short for RETURN and works the same as 
the Apple RETURN key. 
The PRINT key is to be used with Applesoft. Pressing the 


PRINT key puts a single ? on the screen which Applesoft 
recognizes as short for PRINT. 


Using the Numeric Keypad //e try the following examples 
to use your Apple as a calculator: 


Type PRINT 3 x (9-7) / 2 RET and the Apple 
will print the answer 3. 


Type PRINT 2+5+9+6-—19 RET and the 
Apple will print the answer 12. 


Visicorp’s VisiCalc 3.3 for the Apple //e does not use the 
numeric keypad space key function to change cursor direc- 
tion from horizontal to vertical. Therefore you cannot move 
the cursor up and down from the keypad, only left and 
right. Previous versions of VisiCalc do support the space 
key function.

TV or radio. (That is, make certain the computer and the TV or radio 
are on circuits controlled by different circuit breakers or fuses.) 


If necessary, you should consult your dealer or an experienced radio/televi- 
sion technician for additional suggestions. You may find the following 
booklet prepared by the Federal Communications Commission helpful:
